One  of  the 
roughest,  most  back-breaking.,  hard  10  get  usee1  to  boats 
in  the  service  of  the  Coast  GkU.rdU 

On  the  morning  of  October  ln,   1S45 j  we,   the  crew  of 
fourteen,  awoke  to  ope  Of  tfr£  iifost  beautiful  morning^  We 
had  ever  seen.     hot  a  ripple  marred  the  surface  of  Euckner 
Bay,  and  a  light  fcQO"J  freeze  made  a  welcome  change  from  the 
stifling  heat  which  had  clung  to  0KinaW<t  like  a  blanket  for 
a  week  past. 

Having  washed  and  dressed,  v/e  ate  a  leisurely  breakfast, 
consisting  of  powdered  eggs,   dehydrr'ted  potatoes  anr  black 
coffee,   then  Set  to  our  cleaning  Stations.    Bright  --vtorif  ard 
decks,  requiring  Brass  polls)*,,  ikx.-   ana  a  lot  of  etfcow  grease, 
fell  to  the  seaman,     Pho  gua-iersiSKa4.es  had  their  guns,  mouse- 
traps,  and  depth  :vit.rg-  fOjdfcte  and  to  my  helpers  and  myself, 
the  sound  gear,  33a daj*.,  and  raqio*  looked  for  attention, 

V/e  all  took  a  personal  pplda  in  our  various  duties,  as 
well  we  might,  having  hp  on  coMie^Jsd  on  the  appearance  and 
operational  ability  of  our  t\0?#&  in  Service,  by  various  base 
and  fleet  commanders  under  .vhon  we  had  worked.     Clean  up, 
therefore,   did  not  take  Icntf, 

After  everything  was  ship  shape,   the  Skipper,  who  had 
had  no  orders  from  our  base,   started  a  small  g^scse  of  chance 
in  the  galley,   our  only  place  of  recreation.     Soon  there  after 
checker  and  crib..? age  boards  began  making  aft  appearance  and 
everyone  except  the  man  on  watch  was  doinfl    v*h©^"' jsjost  gttitfeQ 
his  fancy. 

At  eleven  o'clock,  with  demand,   "Clear  out  you  guys, 
and  give  me  room, !i     CooKiQ'   came  into  the  galley  and  Started 
to  prepare  our  noonday  meal. 

After  chow,   1  went  on  watch,  ana  in  checking  and  record- 
ing the  reading  of  the  barometer  and  "thermometer,  wind 
direction,    force  and  cloud  formation,   I  noticed  a  change. 
The  barometer  had  dropped  three  points,  and  the  sky,  beaut- 
ifully clear  earlier  that  morning,  was  now  becoming  dark  end 
cloudy.     By  two  o'clock  the  barometer  had  dropped  eight  poifitg, 
and  a  storm  warning;,  with  orders  for  small  crouft.  to  seel: 
shelter,  was  receive^  on  our  radio.

I  notified  the  Skipper,  who  was  taking  a  noonday  nap, 
and  re  put  into  the  dock  from  our  mooring  in  the  bav. 

It  soon  started  to  rein,   the  seas  became  chonpy  and  by 
the  time  I  was  relieved  on  watch  at  /our  P.".,   a  gale  was 
blowing,  our  mooring  lines  had  been  doubled,   and  fenders 
lined  our  sides  from  bow  to  stern  to  keep  our  tvoo&en  hull 
a1 'ay  from  the  steel  pontoon  wharf* 

Orders  wore  given  to  get  under  \  ay,   and'  the  crew  were 
standing  by  their  lines  ready  to  cost  off  ^hen  the  Chief 
bachini sife  Tate  notified  the  Skipper  that  water  had  some* 
how  wet  dovn  the  engines  and  that  we  would  have  to  stay  at 
the  wharf. 

Ye  doubled  and  redoubled  our  lines  and  even  put  our 
anchor  chain  in  service.     Everything  on  deck  was  secured, 
and  all  hatches  dogged  dovn. 

At  nine  P.E.,  with  the  wind  ^lo1  in^  so  hard  vre  could 
hardly  stand  against  it,   our  lines  began  to  snap,  allowing 
us  to  rock  so  hard,  that  our  fenders  started  to  fray  and 
break  off.     Mattresses,  blankets,  and  even  our  sea  bagSj 
which  we  had  packed  on  the  second  warning,   were  used  to  fill 
the  gaps  left  by  broken  fenders. 

By  eleven  P.T,T.,   a  hole  had  boon  smashed  through  the 
hull  into  the  -alley,   and  v.ater  begafi  to  fill  our  bilges. 
Our  bilge  pumps  were  storted,   and  then  the  dock  pump a j  ope- 
rated by  hand;  but  oven  ^tith  both  ^oin^t,   the  water  kept 
raining,  until,   at  two  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  October 
eleventh,   the  Skipper  ordered  the  pumps  stopped  and  the 
crew  onto  the  wharf,  where  we  saw  what,   for  some  of  us,  for 
three  good  years,  had  freen  our  homo,   slowly  beat  into  pieces 
and  sink. 

Daylight  found  us  cole1,  wet  and  vainly  seeking  some 
place  ox  shelter.     Everywhere  %  uonset  huts,  tents  and  native 
shacks  Were  blown  flat.     ?bo d £  as  very  scarce,  and  ©11  but 
one  means  of  coft&tfni cation  was  cut  off. 

Eospital  ships  which  had  left  two  days  previous  to  the 
storm,  wore  recalled,   and  loaded  to    capacity  with  the  injured 
The  dead,   and  thore  were  men, -young  fellows  washed  overboard 
from  the  large  ships, -who,  if  not  drowned  in  the  heavy  seas, 
had  then  b@en  battered  to  death  on  the  coral,  which  surrounds 
the  hay,  tesre  all  about  us.     On  land,   were  others  who  had 
been  crushed  beneath  falling  huts,   or  had  been  cut  in  half, 
like  the  body  of  one  follow  I  saw,  py  flying  pieces  of  sheet 
steel  of  which  the  ^uonset  huts  were  made.
